He said he proposed that 
Mayflower hook onto the Heber 
City line and that Heber would 
maintain the line. He ‘said Smay 
"seemed to receive that" but that 
ey then wrote some "screwy 
ters" to him. 

He quoted from a letter he wrote 
to. Smay in November, 1985, 
which said, "I feel very strongly 
that you're alleged fears of dealing 
ct with Heber City are with-

e said in the letter that the ar-

District. 
However, he said nothing ever 
cme of his efforts, 
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Councilman Scott Wright, a 
member of the Board, said he 
thought the Mayor's position would 
be valid if the payment system 
hadn't changed a few years ago, 
Now, each equivalent connection 
pays the same toward bond retire- 
ment, whether it is in Heber or 
Midway, he said. 


"We felt like we were paying 
more than we should — and we 
were. ..Ji wasn't fair, but it is now," 
he said. 


He pointed out that Midway is 
growing at a faster rate than Heber 
and, therefore, with more hookups, 
and under the present sysiem, Mid- 
way's contribution is growing. "In 
ten or twenty years [the ratio] could 
be just the opposite," he said, 


Councilman Lincoln Rasband, 
the Mayor of Heber during the first 
years of the District, said he had felt 
that if Midway ever used more than 
its 30 percent, it would have to buy 
in to the additional! portion, based 
on the original cost. However, he 
said somebody worked out a for- 
mula to show that wouldn't make 
any difference. 


. Another member of the District 
Board, Councilman Wayne Clegg, 
agreed that Midway was buying in, 
a connection at a time, but that he 
didn't think that was fair to Heber 
residents. "Two years down the 
road, they could be paying 50 per- 
cent of it. Therefore, they own 50 
percent, and they've only paid it for 
one year, while we've paid since 
1981. We should be compensated 
for the percentage they have used 
over the 30 percent." 


Expanding on the advantages to 
Mayflower by hooking onto 
Heber's system, Mayor Mendenhall 
said, "They would not have to make 
another entry into that plant. All 
they'd have to do is put in a partial 


flume so they could come into our , 


system, for metering purposes. The 
right-of-way problem to get to the 
facility would be minimal, com- 
pared to other routes they may take. 
I imagine they could stay on the 
state highway [U.S. 40] for most of 
the distance... 


“They're going to impact our 
plant... which is all right, providing 
they pay for it. But their approach 
has been to not pay anything until 
they're ready to use it." 


Councilman Wright continued to 
&rgue that the Mayor's proposal: 
Goes not apply now, emphasizing 


that everyone in Heber and Midway . 


pays equaiiy for bond retirement and 
Sewage disposal. "The more people 


‘on the system, that just means 
‘more off our sewer bills.” 
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"Councilman Keith Jacobson 
agreed with the Mayor's point but 
asked how the changes in 
percentage of ownership would be 
determined. 

Councilman Rasband suggested 
that Heber influence the decisions 
of the Board with it's four-man ma- 
jority rather than directly control- 
ling Mayflower's system, "We can 
give an input to our membership 
on that Board — let them know 
how we feel — and then they vote 
appropriately at those particular 
meetings.” 


"I wanted to provoke you with 
this thing. What we've decided here 
tonight doesn't mean a damn 
thing," Mayor Mendenhall said. "I
